Imbimbo received a total of 1150 
votes in the same district 

Cain was relatively stronger than 
Imbimbo, receiving almots twice as 
many votes there (478 to 264). Im- 
bimbo’s strength was in Wilmington 
where he was only 125 votes behind 
Cain, (887 to 1012) 

For those who watch the fortunes 
of U.S. Senator Ted Kennedy, there 
were 450 blanks against his name, 
in the Democratic voting of 1926. 

While Kennedy did not collect the 
largest number of blanks. he was in 
the column of those who did collect 


many 

Kevin White received 704 votes for 
Governor in Wilmington, followed by 
Francis X. Bellotti with 505. Dona- 
hue had 479, and Kenny O'Donnell 
116. The governor's race received 
the most attention, but next to it was 
that for the nomination of Middlesex 
County Sheriff. 

John F. Dever of Woburn, who won 
the county-wide nomination, took 898 
votes out of Wilmington. Others in 
the Sheriff's race were Walter J 
Sullivan 472, Leonard M Frisoli 313, 
and Arthur R. Fitzpatrick 141 

County Commissioner John L. Dane- 
hy received 730 votes, with Warren 
D. Pierce Jr of Burlington being the 


second in the race, with 462 


Brad Morse 

As could be expected, Congressman 
F. Bradford Morse led the Republi. 
can vote count. 

500 Wilmington Republicans voted, 
and 455 of them voted for Morse. 

Other Republicans who were popular 
with the Wilmington Republicans in- 
cluded Governor Sargent (452) and 
State Senator Ronald MacKenzie (436) 


Selectman James R. Miceli, who put 
on a strenuous campaign for his un- 
opposed candidacy for the state legis- 
lature, received 411 votes, less than 
those received for the offices of Atty 
General or sheriff.

Town Engineer Arthur Harding start 
ed a long discussion by explaining a 
map showing roads that he felt would 
qualify for Chapter 90 Construction 
Work, in the coming year. The Select- 
men had to make their choice of'what 
road should have money spent on it 

TM Sterling Morris said the County 
(which contributes one quarter of the 
funds) would like to have the Town 
finish a project which has been ‘laid 
out’. That would be Andover Street 

Eames Street, it: was pointed out 
would benefit more people, and on 
Eames Street, if a bridge had to be 
built over the main tracks, it would 
have to be a double bridge over both 
tracks, due to the grade. 

Harding said that where Eames 
Street is largely Industrial, many of 
the abuttors would give the necessary 
land; damages would be low 

Miceli moved that the land be used 
for Andover Street, Backman second. 
ed. Banda said he wanted to be certain 
that the money wasn't being spent to 
make residents unhappy. 

Ernest Seitz of Woburn Street wanted 
to know if the rebuilding of Eames 
Street would create a heavier traffic 
flow on Woburn Street south of Lowell 
Street. Harding explained that a road 
had been proposed to parallel Woburn 
Street from Eames Street to Lowell 
Street, just East of Lucci's. No houses 
would have to be taken, he said. 

Harding went through a history of 
streets laid out by the County but ne. 
ver constructed by the town 

Tom Grancy of Shawsheen Ave told 
of the problems with trucks on that 
street. He was told: that the Chapter 
90 funds could be sued for streets 
only; sidewalk construction was de- 
finitely excluded. 

Graney expressed ‘a preference for 
sidewalks, saying “I've a Bulldozer 
- I'll run it down there if you'll let 
me!" 

Then MacDonald moved the motion 
for construction of Andover Street 
The vote was 3-2 with Drew and Banda 
opposed 


High Density Zoning 

Three members of the Planning 
Board (Hooper, McKie & Grant) were 
present to explain High Density Zon- 
ing, and to answer questions on pro- 
gess with apartment zoning. 

Hooper said that the best explanation 
at the Public Hearing was that given 
by Selectman Backman 

Mrs. McKie said that the High Den- 
sity provisions were an addition to the 
zoning by-law that would zone by use 
rather than by zones on a map. There 
would be ‘floating zones” 

Miceli wanted to know if this could 
be called a fast remedy for a bad 
situtation, It can, said Mrs McKie. 

Backman said that the town is faced 
with the problem of traffic generating 
businesses locating in already dense 
areas, The Selectmen, he said, are 
the only governing function to allow 
or disallow these businesses. 

The Selectmen had put the prpblem 
to the Planning Board, Backman said 
He had suggested a program similar 
to Burlington's he said. The Town 
cannot afford too many more law: 
Suits, he felt. Classification of usages 
would put some existing businesses 
in the High Density Zone. 

Mrs McKie said that the law would 
allow up to a 50% expansion by an 
existing business
